Far be it from me to minimise the horrors 


PERFECT. NURSE. 
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UT from the doctor, perhaps, the nurse 
Le. is one oÍ ithe most unselfish: of human 


beings.  H is not for herself the nurse 
must struggle, but for her patient. She 
called. upon to stand between him and the in- 
difference and forgetfulness of servants, the 
lack of knowledge—sometimes, difficult as it 
may be to’ believe it, the parsimony—of 
friends. 

Doubtless, the initial cost of a trained nurse 
is often a very severe strain on slender purses, 
Still, we are apt to feel staggeréd at hearing 
of a mother who, when told that her son had 
passed the crisis in a perilous attack of pneu- 
monia, suggested that his daily allowance of 
milk should ‘be reduced, and, this being 
emphatically negatived by the nurse, sent up 
the next supply heavily watered. These tacts 
are, nevertheless, vouched for. 

Want of thought we know, equally 
responsible with want of heart for many evils. 
Does one person in thirty consider what it is 
that they are securing for a couple of. guineas 
a week and board?. Have they ever ques- 
tioned how far and in what particulars the 
nurse falls below the medical attendant him- 
self in the importance of her trust, in skill, 
and in knowledge? Like him, she has, in 
most cases, practically ‘walked the 
hospitals’’; has watched with highly trained 
and intelligent attention the treatment of 
every variety of disease by the leading 
physicians of the day. The woman whom the 
doctor finds. and. leaves in charge of his 
patient at each daily visit is thus á nurse, and 
much more—an assistant doctor. 

Doctors rarely. fail either in appreciation of 
the nurse’s share in success or in acknowledg- 
ing what patient and doctor alike owe to 
her; and there. is little doubt that, if only 
with a view to a successful issue, the doctor 
owes it both to patient. and. nurse to see that 
the latter receives all the comfort and, as far 
as possible, “eelaxation that she needs. 

“To those, then, who secure the services in 
illness of .the.perfect. nurse- we would say: 
‘treat her rather better than you would have 
your own daughter treated, G. G.

WOMEN SMOKERS 
. - a e 

HAVE heard people frequently remark ón 
| the numbers of women that smoke in 
Ireland as compared yith.other countries, 
On the “whole, ~Continental: women: are not 
great smokers. Rougltly speaking, the women 
of France smoke Ea than,those of: the 
German-speaking countries. Undoubtedly, 
women in Ireland smoke more than English 
women, and are, perhaps, the greatest: women 

smokers in Europe. ; 

It is.not upcommon here for women . to 
smeke a packet of twenty cigarettes in the 
day, or a little over. I have known many 


friends - of -my~ownto~ do-it;“- “Phat: means- 


one hundred and forty cigarettes ‘in the 
week, costing’ roughly seven. and six pence: 
An average woman smoker in Ireland would 
easily consume four or five sh™angs worth 
of ¢igarettes in the. week. “Such womén’ die 
usually drawn from the educated working 
classes. 

Cigarette smoking is, of course, a habit, 
but, like many other habits, it is difficult to be 
broken once it has formed. The extent to 
which it Is injurious is the subject of much 
controversy, but, judging by the numbers cof 
doctors who smoke cigarettes, influence 
In. ordinary cases cannot be very harmful. 
It is believed, however, that» intensive smok- 
ing weakens the heart, and it might also 
affect the lungs. Smoke of any kind, as that 
which abounds in cities, alters the colour of 
the lungs. The lungs of a person who lives 
in a smoky atmosphere are almost.dark brown 
compared with those of .a person who lives 
in pure mountain air, which weuld be pink. 

Women in the past were looked on 
belonging to an entirely different species froin 
men. They themselves accepted this general- 
sation with all its inaccuracies and 
advantageous implications, since,. on. the 
who, it -exeused their weaknesses and 
afforded reason tor their continual 
protection. Conditions to-day have altered. 
Women are subjected to the same stress as 
men. Many married women earn their living 
as well as unmarried ones. Like men, thev 
find cigarettes soothing to the uerves. Unlike 
men, however, they cannot as yet “ drop in 
for a drink ” ‘at the end of a hard dav's work. 
It is not to be wondered ‘at. therefore, that, 
under these conditions, they light a cigarette. 

Years ago women were probably fonder of 
sweets than they are to-dav. | 
eating habit: was fostered» in those.‘ pro- 
tective ” days before the Woman's Property 
Act. Now it has largely. given way: to 
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dis- 
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smoking, and. such as it remains it is ne 4 


longer a monopoly. 
men enjoying 
effeminacy. 

The real danger as Yegards Smoking from 

the housewives’ point of view to-day’must be 
looked at from another angle, and viéwed in 
the same light for sons and-daughters alike. 
It is the damage of the cigarette to table- 
cloths, upholstered (and sometimes wooden) 
furniture, carpets and clothes. An abund 
ance of ash trays is her sole remedy, and this 
remedy is often neglected. Burnt match-ends 
and spills, too, if not dangerous, make ati 
unsightly mess in any room. 
_ On the other hand, the smoke of a cigarette 
is said to act as a disinfectant on the throat. 
and is, therefore, particularly. useful where 
there is sickness in warding off germs. 

‘The day cannot be far distant when women 
will be seen smoking in. the street. They 
smoke a great deal in restaurants, tea houses. 
picture houses, on country walks. already. 
What holds them back from taking the last 
step and proclaiming themselves as official 
smokers? Strangely enough, the most un- 
modern person in Ireland, the old peasant 
woman of certain districts, smoked openly in 
the days of our grandmothers—and a pipe at 
that. Perhaps, it. is to her influence that 
Irishwomen owe their love of cigarettes.

Unsightiy Ruins. 


I believe that many of the Irish County 
Councils have struck a rate for tourist 
development. I would suggest that some 
of this money might well be spent in the 
removal of the unsightly ruins that dis- 
figure nearly every Irish country town 
and village. Ruins of stately. castles and 
old churches have, at least, some historic 
interest; but ruined cabins and small 
public-houses have nothing but a depress- 
ing effect on a visitor. We, of course, are 
used to them, and, suppose, do not 
notice them so much.

There are eight picture houses in the area 
between O'Connell Bridge and the 
Rotunda, and the long queues that are to 
be seen from one end of the street to the 
other on any Sunday evening in the year 
are a source of wonder tp visitors. 

I have often wondered how many 
thousands there were in the lines so care- 
fully marshalled by the patient policeman, 
and shortly before seven o clock last night 
made an attempt to estimate the numbers 
in some of them. By paring the queues, 
allowing three persons to every pace—and 
they stood two, tiiree and four deep—lI 
was able to make fairly accurate 
Taking five of the queues at random the 
result was follows The first took 125 
paces to pass, the second 63, the third 271, 
the fourth 355, and the fifth 130 paces. 

Although the street was swept by half 
with frequent cold showers, there 
must have been three thousand people 
awaiting the opening of the cinema doors.

UNDAUNTED BY AFFLICTION. 


A yvemarkable accomplishment on the 
part of the Jiving Italian opera-composer 
Smareglia, who lost his eyesight in 1900, 
is related. ‘‘ Fortun ately, he was gifted 
with a marvellous memory. It was his 
habit in composing to memorise a whole 
scene of the libretto, improvise the music 
on t'e piano, and then write note for note 
what he had played. Thus, ‘when he 
became blind he was still able to dictate 
the whole score of the opera, ‘Oceana,’ 
from memory.” Handel, of course, was 
blind in his last years, and dictated to his 
pupil, John Christopher Smith; but a 
modern operatic score is far more com- 
plicated than anything in Handel’s last 


works. 


Sir ge ó Smart, a leader in English 
musical affairs during a great part of 
the nineteenth century, received his 


knighthood (it is stated in the notice of [ 
him here) from the Lord Lieutenant of 
rondnctime a series of con- 
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certs in Dublin in 1811, when he was 25 
years of age. His uot le Henry Smart, 
died in Dublin of typhus fever in 1823. 


The latter’s. son, also Henry, whose 
organ music stil] is played, is another in- 
stance of a composer dictating composi- 
tions when afilicted with blindness. 


| A DEL’S ORGAN BUILDER. 


Some curious details are given concern 
ine John Snetzler, the German organ- 
builder, who settled in England and built 
for Handel the organ used at the first per- 
formance of “The Messiah ” in Dublin, 
1742. At the competition for the place 
of organist to his new organ at Halifax, 
he was so annoyed with the rapid playing 
of Dr. Robert Wainwright that he paced 
the church, exclaiming: “ He do run over 
de keys like one cat, and do not give my 
pipes time to shpeak.” And at Lynn he 
told the churchwardens, upon their asking 
him what their old organ would be worth 
if repaired—*‘ If they would lay out £100 
upon it, perhaps it would be worth fifty.’ 
Having saved sufficient money he returned 
to his native country ; “but after being so 
long accustomed to London porter and 
English fare, he found in his old age that

Rubini .... It was followed by ‘ Lucia’ 
. ++. and others, in which a like inspira- 
tion was followed by the same result.’’

Referring to Mr. Mellon as the most 
powerful man individually in either the 
Harding or the Coolidge Administration, 
the writer of the article (Silas Bent) says: 

“The Secretary knows, of course, that 
any effort to impugn his integrity must 
prove ridiculous. To accuse a man 
immensely rich of sordid motives is absurd 
on the face of it. And he must know 
that the mass of the American public 
regards him with a respect not unmixed 
with awe. 

“At first blush one can hardly believe 
that personal agerandisement of this sort 
could cut any with him. Yet I am not 
so sure. There is the matter, for instance, 
of his age. In Volumes 10 and 11 of

Happy are those tourists who started 
for the West last year with a list of safe 
hotels, furnished by one who had passed 
that way. With what confidence did they 
order the much-needed evening meal, and 
how boldly did they penetrate to the 
cheery, spotless kitchen, there to be wel- 
ccmed by a green parrot, and to take the 
friendly velvet paw offered by a large 
Persian cat. 

Without the inside information what 
might have been their fate in that Mid. 
land town where, halting to ask the way, 
they were hailed by a shrill scream from 
a small and grimy girl, who rushed across 
the road, and laid compelling hands upon 
the motor combination. ‘‘ Mrs. Foley bid 
me say she wants yez,’’ she gasped, 
breathlessly. ‘Mrs. who?” asked the 
bewildered tourists. ““ Mrs. Foley 
yancdher,’’ she said, nodding towards an 
obviously whited sepulchre offering both 
lodging and entertainment. With some 
difficulty the travellers broke. away, forti- 
fied by the knowledge that was theirs; 
but, had Mrs. Foley once succeeded in 
getting them through her doors, well— 
who knows?

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DRUMCONDRA. 
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In a report. to-the Dublin Borough Com- 
missioners on Saturday Mr. Commissioner 
Murphy stated that some time ago the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health made a grant to the Corporation for 
re-surfacing Lower Drumcondra /road, and in 
the estimate approved by the Minister pro- 
vision was made for the erection of a railing 
surrounding the sloping grass margins on the 
east and west sides of Lower Drumcondra 
road, between St. Alphonsus avenue and 
Hollybank road. 

The need for enclosing these spaces was 
accentuated by their untidy appearance, and 
the fact that they were utilised by drovers 
for grazing cattle prior to disposal at the 
cattle market. Tenders were invited by 
advertisement for the supply, erection, and 
painting of 700 lineal yards of two-bar 
wrought iron railings, with the necessary 
standards, bolts, etc., on a concrete base to 
be constructed by the Corporation. He 
recommended the acceptance of the tender of 
the Crown Alley Iron Works at £271 
los. 8d., which was the lowest of the seven 
tenders received.

NEW ROADWAY AND HOUSING.

DIFFICULTY OF HELPING 
CAPPAMORE. 


ATTITUDE OF THE 
AUTHORITIES. 


———— 


Cappamore village, twelve miles south- 
east of Limerick, has suffered severely 
from the flooding of the Bilboa River, as 
stated in our issue of last Saturday. As 
most of the houses in the village are only 
one storey in height, their inundation has 
meant that the majority of the 500 people 
who form the population of Cappamore 
have been driven from their homes and 
their household goods badly damaged. - 

It is not the first time that the Bilboa 
has caused havoc in the village; but the 
problem of averting a repetition of the 
occurrence is not an easy one, as Mr. J. 
McCormack, of the Limerick County 
Council, made clear to an Irish Times 
representative on Saturday. 

When the Mulcaire River, into which 
the Bilboa flows, is swollen, the flow of the 
Bilboa is checked and floods occur. Conse- 
quently any work done on the Bilboa would 
be useless unless the Mulcaire was first 
attended to. 

Two years ago, after the Arterial 
Drainage Act had been passed, the people 
of Cappamore petitioned the Limerick 
County Council in the matter, and the 
Council’s Engineer was sent down to 
inspect and draw up a plan. His plan 
was approved by the Council and was 
forwarded to the Board of Works for their 
consideration. 

EFFORTS TO GET SOMETHING DONE. 

In March last Mr. McCormack, who was 
accompanied by Mr. George Bennett, now 
a member of the Dail, and Mr. J. G. 
Nolan, T.D., were told by the Secretary 
of the Board of Works that the Board 
could not approve of the plan sent for 
their consideration until such time as the 
Mulcaire River was taken in hands. A 
sum of about £4,000 would need to be 
spent on work at a place called Old Bridge, 
near New Pallas, and until that was done 
any work done at Cappamore would be 
useless. 

Mr. McCormack and 
then visited the Land Commission and 
put the case to Mr. Richardson. An 
inspector was sent down, and his report 
was that the sum required to be spent on 
the Mulcaire was far in excess of what 
the Land Commission could spend. 

In view of the present floods, it is now 

stated that the Land Commission are 
sending down another inspector imme- 
diately.

DUBLIN DRIVER FINED. 

Wilham McCaffrey, Ballina, the driver of a

The ‘‘gamble’’ took place in the house ol 
Jeffrey O'Meara, Main street, and now he was 
sued by Patrick Cooley, School street, the 
winner, for 27s., the value of a turkey. Ac- 
cording to the plaintiff's story O'Meara 
offered him a goose, and, this being refused, 
some days later brought to his house a 
turkey which was “like a crane, about the 
same weight as a matchbox, and worth about 
6d.” . The bird was, in fact, as Mr. Houlihan

The “ Apron” Stage. 

The adoption of Miss Elizabeth Scott s 
design for the new Shakespeare Memoria! 
Theatre at Stratford-on-Avon has excited 
discussion concerning the interior plan- 
ning of the house. Despite objections 
raised by persons who seem to consider 
that Shakespeare’s shrine ought to be a 
pastiche of a sixteenth century building 
erected in the same fashion as shams at 
exhibitions, there is general approval for 
a fine and original conception. The 
design, however, concerns only the shell 
of the theatre, and the actual planning of 
the proscenium is matter for further con- 
sideration. Some people appeal for an 
‘‘ apron ’’ stage, in order that the great 
plays shall be seen to-day as they were 
Elizabethan audiences. The 
‘apron "’ stage extends, like a platform, 
into the auditorium, and the actor has 
audience on three It is argued 
that this arrangement establishes an 
intimacy between players and hearers not 
possible when the stage is the ordinary 
“ picture ’’ stage, with a row of footlights 
and an orchestra between the two parties. 
Writing in the Daily Telegraph, Mr. W. 
Bridges Adams, director of the Stratford- 
on-Avon Shakespeare Festival, condemns 
these arguments as antiquarian sentiment 
arising from an unhistoric assumption. 
The rudiments of the Elizabethan theatre 
were present, indeed, from the remote day 
when a medieval pageant-cast first 
stationed itself in an inn-yard, sur- 
rounded by a gallery; but must we 
assume that the stage never changed 
during Shakespeare’s long dramatic 
eareer? ‘* It is probable that, in point of 
staging, there was as much difference 
between the first performance of ‘Two 
Gentlemen of Verona and that joyously 
scenic production of ‘The Tempest’ at 
Whitehall as there is between a p-nny- 
gaff and Drury Lane.”

Lost Tribes. 

Recently the Pope appointed a native 
bishop to a See in Japan. It is reported 
that the bishop’s flock is composed mainly 
of descendants of the converts made in 
the seventeenth century by the Jesuit 
missionaries. For two hundred years, 
until the re-opening of the doors of 
Japan to Western intercourse, the native 
Christians were divorced from communion 
with Christendom, and thdir very existence 
was forgotten. In a recent lecture before 
the Royal Asiatic Society at Shanghai an 
account was given of another remarkable 
submergence in the Oriental world. 
Centuries ago some seventy families of 
Jews found their way to the Chinese 
Province of Honan. Trials beset them at 
the hands of men and under the lash of 
Nature. Floods swept away their sacred 
relics and disease broke down their inde- 
dependence. They lost their language and 
their religious customs, and inter-married 
with Gentiles. Isolated from contact with 
fellow-Israelites, they lost even their 
racial pride. To-day the very physical 
characteristics of the Hebrew have yielded 
place to the facial semblance of the yellow 
race. Children of Israel have taken to 
the worship of their ancestors, and their 
women bind their feet in the Chinese 
fashion.

OPPORTUNITIES OPEN TO-DAY 


Has the independent inventor any chance 
to-day'against the formidable research organi- 
sations of modern industry? 

Mr Maurice Holland, director of the Engi- 
neering and Industrial Research Section of the 
United States National Research Council, has 
stated that the smal] and independent inventor 
has little chance to-day, but Mr. William A. 
Kinnan, First Assistant Patent Commissioner, 
has challenged the conclusion. 

“ The day of the genius in the garret, is not 
over,” said Mr. Kinnan. ‘“‘It is true that, 
as oúr industrial system become more and 
more complex, it becomes more necessary that 
a man who would make any distinct advance 
must know thoroughly all that has gone before 
in the particular art to which he 1s applying 
himself, and must know, too, what has been 
done and what is being done in related fields. 

“He must have at his command resources 
and facilities for tests and experiments such 
as often are not possible to the inventor who 
must rely upon himself alone. This is neces- 
sary so that his improvements can be applied 
to existing machines and processes with a 
minimum of distinction or abandonment of 
things already in use. 


A GREAT INDUSTRY. 

‘‘ It is not so many years ago, however, that 
a man walked into a patent attorney’s office, 
opened up a box and sprinkled some dust from 
it on the floor. Then he plugged a wire into 
an electric light socket, passed the machine 
over the dust and the dust disappeared. In 
due time a patent was issued and a great 1n- 
dustry was born. That. man was not em- 
ploved by a great: corporation, nor had he 
worked out the idea of the vacuum cleaner in 
a laboratory. 

“ We are accustomed to think. of radio as 
something developed exclusively by great cor- 
porations. But is it? Take the feed-back 
circuit, for example. There is a dispute as to 
who was the first inventor. Armstrong, one 
of the claimants, was a student at Columbia 
University. When he worked out the in- 
vention, his father refused to help him, and 
commanded the young man to drop it and go 
to work at something useful. Yet it was a 
great invention and a successful one. 

““Or take the Neutrodyne. another highly 
successful and profitable invention. The in- 
ventor, Hazeltine, was a college professor. 


THE INVENTIVE FACULTY. 

‘‘It probably is true that most of our 
pioneer inventions have been made by men 
not ‘on the inside.’ 

““ After all, the inventive facultv is some- 
thing inherent in some men and lacking in 
others. Investors are born, not made. Work- 
ing in a research laboratory will enable a 
naturally gifted inventor to go further than 
he otherwise would, but it will rot make an 
inventor of him any more than not being in 
a laboratory will keep an inventor from in- 
venting. 

‘If an inventor has something out of 
which money can be made, business men 
want it, no matter who the inventor is or 
where he comes from. That is as true to- 
day as ever it was.”

This was done, and the anthem was played 
through without a hitch on the King’s arrival. 

King Amanullah is expected to reach 
London early in March, when he will be a 
guest at Buckingham Palace.

THOMAS HARDY'S FUNERAL.

The funeral of Thomas -'Iafdy in West- 
minster Abbey to-morrow will be an 
impressive, if extremely simple, ceremony. 
The ashes of t'.c late writer were conveyed 
to the Abbey yesterday after the crema- 
tion at Woking,-and placed in the little 
Chapel of St. Faith, which opens ont of 
the transept where they will be finally 
placed. Before the Service to-morrow the 
casket containing the ashes will be taken 
to the West End of the Abbey for the 
solemn procession up the nave, when the 
Prime Minister will lead a band of die 
tinguished pall-bearers. The Service will 
be conducted by the Dean and the Abhevy 
clergy, av-umpanied by thé choir. The 
music, as usual on such occasions. will 
be notable. and will include an anthem 
by Goss, “I heard a voice from heaven.” 
and a hymn, “ Let saints on earth.” The 
Service, which will start at two o'clock, 
will occupy about forty minutes. 


Heart and Body. 


The burial of the heart of Thomas 
Hardy in his own beloved county recalls 
the fact that such burials are not so very 
uncommon. It is only twenty-seven years 
ago since the late Marauis of Bute was 
taken to Jerusalem and buried on the 
Mount of Olives. Daniel O’Connell died 
in Genoa on May 15th. 1847, and, while 
his body was taken to Glasnevin Cemetery 
for interment, his heart was sent to Rome 
to be buried in St. Agatha’s Church there 
The poet Shellev was buried in Rome. but 
his heart was brought home to England 
and buried in the restine-place of his wife 
at Bournemouth. In the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries the burial of the 
heart and the bodv in different places was 
anite common among the great ones of the 
time. 


New Ministers. 


The changes made in the Ministry are 
not very remarkable, except inat they give 
youth an opportunity so frequently de- 
manded; for the net result of the change 
is that an average age of forty-one 
succeeds an average age of fifty-six. This 
is vouth in the political world. Both Mr. 
Duff-Cooper and Mr. H. G. Williams have 
been fortunate enough to reach the 
Government bench in their first Parlia- 
ment, and, since both are extremely clever, 
their appointment is likely to be highly 
popular. Mr. Duff-Cooper came to the 
House by way of the Foreign Office, and 
earned instant approbation by the quality 
of his maiden speech. Mr. Williams has 
been notable in a different way. Whenever 
a Minister or a Government department 
was unjustly attacked from the other side 
Mr. Williams, from .his wonderful stores 
of blue-book knowledge, would come to 
the defence and rout the enemy. In the 
question hour he freanently used to 
discount the value of a Ministerial answer 
to the Opposition by a supplementary 
question which would completely after the 
complexion of the matter in dispute. 


Army Mechanisation, 


Sir Laming Worthington-Evans is work- 
ing hard to secure the mechanisation of 
the Army in India on lines similar to 
those brought into being here, and it will 
be found on his return that his success 
has heen considerable. He is not expected 
home for some weeks vet. bnt in his 
absence the task of preparing the Army 
estimates has been going on steadily. and 
it is said that something like a million 
pounds may result from savings already 
effected bv economies, These 
savings will be spread over the staff af 
the War Office, the ceneral establishment. 
the cavalry and the Territorials, and will 
in no way detract from efficiency. These 
economies will be the first question the 
Secretarv of War will have to consider on 
his return.

The Prayer-book Measure. 


The bishops have decided upon the al. 
terations to be made in the Praver-hook 
measure, and these will be discussed by 
the National Assembly on February 6, 
and later by the House of Convocation. 
It is hoped that these bodies will lose 
little time in passing the alterations, so 
that the measure may come before Par. 
hament before the autumn adjournment. 
The nature of the changes must remain 
unknown until they are announced by the 
authority of the Archbishop;: but it is 
said that, though few in number, thev are 
great in importance. Last night the lead- 
ing evangelicals, who met privately during 
the week at the Church House to consider 
the situation, Yssued a statement express 
ing their continued objections to perpetual 
reservation of the consecrated elements, and 
asking for an assurance, if reservation is 
sanctioned, that the reserved elements 
will be placed outside the sphere and 
place of public worship, and that there 
should be a statement that non-fasting 
Communion was agreeable to practice and 
teaching of the Church of England. 


Sir Alired Mond. 


While his ideas about the partnership 
of masters and men in industry are sinking 
into the general mind, Sir Alfred Mond 
himself will be absent on a visit to the 
Middle East. He is due to leave to-morrow 
on a tour to Palestine, during whieh he 
hopes to visit Iraq, his passport to 
Bagdad having been already issued. Sir 
Alfred is going to Palestine on a definite 
mission; for he is President of a jcom- 
missien which was drawn up last spring 
as a result of a compact between Zionists 
and non-Zionists in America for the pur- 
pose of investigating exhaustively the real 
possibilities of Palestine as a “ home ” for 
Jewish people. That survey is now com- 
plete but for the President's own observa- 
tions, and these will be awaited with some 
interest. It is hoped that the final report 
of the commission will be ready for pub- 
lication in the next few months. Sir 
Alfred himself is deeply committed, both 
practically and idealistically, to the ex- 
periment in Palestine, and it will be in- 
teresting to see how he is impressed by 
the recent unhappy economic crisis whien 
has overtaken the Jewish colonists. 


A New Aeroplane. 


Successful tests have just been made 
near Paris of a new giant aeroplane, 
which, it is claimed, has a greater lifting 
power and a wider range of action than 
any machine of a similar type yet con- 
structed. It has a defensivetarmament ol 
five machine guns, which are so mounted 
that at least one gun can be fired 1n any 
direction. It is intended to be a bombing 
machine, and. with rwo tons Oo! projectiles, 
has a radius of action of over five hundred 
miles. It is not particularly fast, its speed 
being about one hundred and twenty-five 
miles an hour; but it provides unusuall) 
commodious quarters for the crew, with 4 
large wireless cabin, and ample space for 
the pilot and machine gunners.

: LIMERICK, Sunday. 

Ardnacrusha may be one of the most 
important spots in Ireland to-day, the 
headquarters of a scheme that will open 
up anera of prosperity hitherto undreamed 
of, but to the casual observer Ardnacrusha 
on a wet day is the most dismal sight the 
eye could rest on. I travelled out there 
yesterday morning to see what the great 
Shannon scheme looked like and to learn 
something about the life of the little 
colony engaged upon it.

“Il show you the bright side of things. 


here,” Mr. W. G. Stapleton said, moving 
cheerfully to where the slush was a little 
shallower, when I had tracked him down 
cn his busy round of complex duties and 
explained my errand. 

At the moment it seemed a difficult 
proposition for even the most dogged of 
optimists to find a bright side to anything 
in Ardnacrusha. Of course, to the expert 
in engineering matters, information about 
completed bridges and nearly completed 
power stations must be thrilling. But to 
the ordinary ignoramus the sight of that 
bleak expanse of “mud studded with 
erections that looked like wandering 
portions of the Fiffel Tower merely gave 
one. a headache trying to think of intel- 
ligent questions to ask about it all. 

Mr. Stapleton occupies the arduous post 


of Camp Commandant to the colony, “Tr 


rather to the two colonies, Irish and 
German. In the Irish portion of the camp 
there are seven hundred and twenty men. 
They occupy huts slightly larger than the 
usual army hut, three men in each room 
There are no married quarters in the Trish 
camp. 


DIE WACHT AM SHANNON. 

The German population of the colony is 
two hundred and fifty. including the 
families in the married quarters. All 
their huts, even those. of the single men, 
have a very trim appearance, with: their 
little lace curtains and tiny gardens. At 
present. the gardens contain the Christmas 
trees that no German, no matter how far 
from the Fatherland, can do without at 
Wethnachten. Loads of these trees arrived 
at Christmas from the Fatherland and 
were supplied free to the members of the 
German colony, and there was great 
activity in the carpenters’ shops fitting 
them up with the indispensable little 
wooden stand 

The German canteen bore testimony to 
the great national weakness for sausage. 
There seemed to he innumerable-varieties 
of the ‘‘ dainty,”’ and 
an’ colour imaginable, some of them with 
names which, judging by their length, 
embodied a detailed list of the ingredients. 

A relic of former days stands in the 
middle of the group of huts—one solitary 
little ‘‘labourer’s cottage.’’ It was there 
before the Shannon was thought 
of, and has rather the air of a round 
tower of ancient Ireland surprisingly 
surrounded by the most modern of factory 
chimneys. The occupants must have taken 
a long time to accustom themselves to the 
sight of the colon: that sprang up around 
their isolated homestead 

A few ordinary shops are carrying:on a 
brisk business in all the necessaries of 
life in the settlement. Before the work 
had been well started their enterprising 
owners had arrived and squatted down to 
their trade. 
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Ít possesses, in addition, the 


value of avoiding those

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LIKE A WAR-TIME CAMP. 

The general appearance of the place 1s 
very much hke that of a British camp in 
war-time. The engineers and some of the 
other higher officials occupy a few slightly 
more ambitious-looking dwellings, rather 
hke suburban villas. The interior of the 
men’s huts are even reminiscent of 
war-time, with the Army 
blankets; picture posteards and _ photo- 
graphs on the wall, and all the little 
evidences of an effort to give a home-like 
atmosphere to a temporary abode. 

Mr. Stapleton’s pet hobby is the Camp 
Recreation Club. He and the committee 
who run the club are determined that in 
their hours off duty the workers will have 
no reason to complain of boredom and lack 
of epportunity to relax from the cares of 
the day. 

A weekly subscriptipn is collected from 
the members, and everybody in Ardna- 
crusha belongs to the club. Out of the 
fund, by some miracle of economic ad- 
ministration, they have succeeded in 
providing a library of nearly three 
hundred books and a cinema. Every 
Sunday and Monday night the cinema is 
in operation, and at times shows “ feature ” 
films before they are exhibited in the City 
of Limerick. Regular entertainments, 
concerts and plays are given, in which 
all who are off duty take part, either as 
audience or performers. .The camp con- 
tains a very good supply of amateur talent 
in the entertaining line. 


INGENUITY IN RECREATION HALL. 

The recreation hall has seating accom- 
modation for nearly six hundred. and its 
appearance is evidence of the enthusiastic 
interest of the club members who helped 
to fit it up. The cinema screen has quite 
the look of the Hollwwood article. but on 
examination proves to have been 
contrived from bed sheets sewn together.

The front drop scene on the little stage] 


is of the same humble origin, with the 
addition of a gay picture pasted on. A 
magnificent back cloth of a tropical garden 
is also home manufactured. With the foot- 
lights on and the brilliant red and black 
paper decorations of the hall the whole 
effect is very enlivening, and the enter- 
tainments that take place there are all 
the more enjovable by reason of the 
contrast. with the bleak exterior surround- 
ings. i 
sports, naturally, form a large item in 
the programme. There are two soccer 
teams—an Irish and a German—a Gaelic 
feotball team and a hurling team. 

Many other advantages are reaped 
through membership of the club. By an 
arrangement made between the committee 
and certain shops in Limerick members 
can cet a discount on pur hases of boots, 
sreceries, clothing and cycles. They can 
travel on the omnibus service at a lower 
rate than the ordinary fare, and in the 
Lyric Theatre in Limerick they can book 
seats in any part of the house at a reduced 
fee. Newspapers for the recreation hall 
are also provided out of the fund. 


THE FIRE BRIGADE. 

The fire brigade station for the colony 
proved its mettle well last September, 
when there was a serious outbreak of fire 
in the*head stores; but 1t looks like some- 
thing «ut of a giant doll’s house rhe 
Tara street engines might smile at the 
twenty-five horse-power engine that takes 
up so little room. but it 1s equal to its 
job 

This department is in charge of a merty- 
looking individual] who rejoices in the name 
of Luther He told as quite a good joke 
how he came home one night from a dance 
in the recreation hall to find that a small 
fire had had the impertinence to break 
out in his own hut, and he had to lay on 
a line of hose to quench a lot of smoulder- 
ing stuff before he could get out of his 
“glad rags” and get to rest.

HYMNS SUNG AS A 
PROTEST. 


Protests by anti-Anglo-Catholics were 
made at St. Cuthbert’s Church, Darwen, 
Lancashire, yesterday morning, ending -in 
the Service being broken up and the police 
called into the church by the Vicar, the 
Rey. E. B. Lauria. 

The protest was against the sung 
Eucharist, and when the curate went to 
the altar to lead the Service more than a 
hundred of the congregation rose and sang 
hymns in protest. 

Some of the congregation who were 
present to take part in the sung Eucharist 
knelt in their pews whilst the protest was 
being made, and women left the church 
sobbing. | 

The organist played music which con- 
flicted with the hymns, and the Vicar, 
whilst the third hymn was being sung, 
left by the vestry and led the police into 
the part of the church where the demon- 
strators were assembled.

THE FATE OF THE 
NELSON PILLAR. 


NO REMOVAL AT 
- PRESENT. 


— 


Although the Dublin Borough Com- 
missioners have ,not relented in their 
determination to remove Nelson Pillar 
from its present site in Sackville street; 
and the Civic Guard authorities are no 
less convinced that the column obstructs 
the traffic. the Commissioners think, 
according to a statement made by Mr. 
Commissioner Murphy to an Irish Times 
representative last Saturday, that they 
might be well advised to await a plan by 
an expert in town-planning befor: defi- 
nitely undertaking the work of removal. 
The Pillar will, therefore, remain where it 
is for the present. 

When the removal of the monument was 
first suggested by the Commissioners 
nearly three years ago the police 
authorities were in favour of the proposal, 
as they considered that the monument was 
an obstruction to modern traffic, and the 
view then expressed by them has not since 
changed 


AWAITING A TOWN PLAN. 

The Commissioners, however, said Mr. 
Commissioner Murphy, had no power to 
remove the Pillar without the sanction of 
the Dail, and this, he presumed, would 
require an Act of the Oireachtas. The 
Commissioners have been busy on a large 
number of other schemes, and conse- 
quently have not been able to take the 
necessary steps to submit the matter to 
the Dail with a view to obtaining the 
necessary sanction. They have, however, 
been making the necessary preliminary 
inquiries regarding the preparation of a 
town. plan. They have no power to incur 
expenditure on a town plan in the absence 
of legislative sanction, the Town-Planning 
Act of 1906 not applying to the Irish Free 
State. 

The Greater Dublin Commission. it will 
be remembered, recommended the prepara- 
tion of a. town, or regional, plan as an 
important factor in the solution of certain 
problems of civic administration, and the 
Minister for Local Government informed 
the Dail that the recommendations of that 
Commission were having the closest atten- 
tion of the Ministry. The preparation and 
execution of a plan necessitates the grant- 
ing of appropriate powers to the local 
authority and the setting up of a Planning 


Board. 
A CENTURY OLD LANDMARK. 


_ Erected in 1808, by permission of .the 
(ommisstoners of Wide Streets, the Nelson 
Pillar has remained on its present site 
ever since, and has survived more than 
one effort to remove it. In 1890 the 
eltizens of Upper Sackville street thought 
that 1t was an obstruction. to trafic, and a 
bill was promoted for the purpose of hay- 
ing it transferred to another part of the 
city, but there was disagreement on the 
question of a new site, and the bill was 
not pursued. 

An attempt of a more determined 
nature, and by entirely different means, 
was made to remove it in Easter Week 
of 1916, but Nelson withstood the shock 
and remained on his pedestal. 


SUGGESTED NEW SITES. 

The Borough Commissioners, in their 
estimate tor 1926, provided a sum of 
x1.500 tor the removal of the. Nelson 
Pillar and the Smith O’Brien monument‘. 
That money, of course, has not been spent. 
[t is interesting in this respect to recall 
the visit to Dublin, in the summer of 1925, 
Ola representative of a Liverpool firm, 
and the subsequent offer of that firm to 
carry out the work of removal of the 
Pillar for £1,000. 

When the rumour c intention to 
take away the Pillar lad sufficiently 
spread many suggestions were made where 
the monument should be placed. The 
Phenix Park was mentioned and Howth 
summit, and voicés from Belfast invited 
Nelson to cross the Boyne, but no definite 
decision, if appears, has been taken re 
garding the future of the Pillar. 


FAMOUS ARCHITECT'S OPINION. 

Opinion differs considerably on the 
appropriateness of the proposal, and there 
is no doubt that admirers of beauty in 
architecture have much to support their 
that on the ground of graceful con- 
struction, the centre of the city would be 
the poorer for the absence of this fine old 
landmark. Professor Ostberg, the famous 
Swedish architect, on his visit to Dublin 
more than a vear ago, described 
Pillar as one of the most beautiful monu- 
ments that he had ever seen, and praised 
especially the wonderful work of the 
plinth. 

When Nelson wili leave Sackville street 
and where he will go, remain at present 
unanswered questions. It is probable 
that he will continue to look south over 
the city for many a day before it has been 
finally decided to send him elsewhere.

AFGHAN KING’S ~ 
TOUR. 


POSSIBLE VISIT TO 
IAMERICA,

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Sunday. 

- King Amanullah of Afghanistan, whose 
State tour of European capitals is causing 
a considerable stir in political and 
economic circles, may wind up his sojourn 
with a week s visit to the United States 
in April. According to a well-founded 
report, the King, who is now in Rome, 
may cut his European tour short by three 
weeks in order to make a trip to America, 
which would include a State visit co the 
White House, marking the first visit of an 
Oriental putentate. He would probably 
be accompanied by Queen Badsha. 

It is known that the Eastern Monarch’s 
European visit is closely bound up with 
questions of the greatest economic im- 
portance, due to Aighanistan’s plans for 
industrial expansion through the invest- 
ment of foreign capital. The American 
visit, it is suggested, would include a 
similar purpose. 

The King and Queen of Afghanistan are 
due in London on March 30th. They will 
be the State guests of King George and 
Queen Mary for three days, and after- 
wards the guests of the Government. for 
ten or fourteen days. 


MEETING WITH MUSSOLINI. 
From ReEvrerR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Sunday. 
Before leaving for Venice, King 
Amanullah had a very cordial conversa- 
tion with Signor Mussolini, Signor Grandi, 
the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs; 
Signor Casertano, the .President of the 
Chamber, and Signor Tittoni, President 
of the Senate, in the course of which His 
Majesty expressed the hope that Italy 
and Afghanistan would always be friends 
and work in unity for their reciprocal 
interests. 


THE AMIR’S IDEALS. 

The young Amir—he will be thirtv-six 
on June 1 of this year—is an adventurous 
pioneer who has made up his mind to 
bring Afghanistan up to date. He him- 
self has let it be known that his present 
travels have for their object the gathering 
of information about men and cities and 
Governments in Europe. When he passed 
through Alexandria a week ago he 
declared that the Afghans had fought the 
enemy for eighty-eight vears in defence of 
their independence, although they did not 
know the meaning of the word independ- 
ence. He is proud of Afghan pluck. His 
combination of pride in the past, avidity 
for improvement, and personal courage 
add to the already great historic inte- 
rest of his pilgrimage from the wilds of 
Afghanistan. : 


EMANCIPATION OF WOMEN. 

One of the Amir’s ideals is the emancipa- 
tion of Afghan women from their position 
of virtual slavery. He has set up schools 
for female education—a step which has 
excited Mohammedan opposition and 
partly led to the rebellion of 1924: His 
Westernisation programme, however, is 
being vigorously prosecuted. 

The very decision to take his women- 
folk with him was an essay in modernism 
on Amannullah’s part. That his Queen is 
appearing unveiled in Europe is another 
bold innovation. The Amir is understood 
tc hold the view that veils for women and 
flowing robes, instead of hats, collars, and 
Western suits for men, expose his country 
to the contempt of Western peoples. He 
has, therefore, by decree removed all 
restrictions whatever on Afghan dress. 
He himself is travelling in a Western 
suit ; the {Queen and princesses in Western 
frocks, hats and cloaks.

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MAFIA, 
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ANOTHER ROUND-UP IN 
SICILY.

PARIS, Sunday. 

A big round-ap of alleged criminals in 
Sicily is reported in a Palermo telegram 
to the Journal. No fewer than 308 arrests 
have been made in several communes in 
the neighbourhood of Agrigento. Forty 
murders, twehty attempted murders, one 
hundred and sixty thefts, eighty cases of 
arson and over a hundred other crimes 
are laid at their door.

The Times observes in a leading 
article:—The remarkable improvement 
effected in radio telegraphy by the intro- 
duction of the beam system is the cause 
and justification of the important con- 
ference which is to hold its first meeting 
to-day. The habit of wireless transtnission 
of messages, since they ceased a few 
months ago to be broadcast, and have been 
directed exclusively to the intended 
receiving station, has grown in public 
favour by leaps and bounds, and the 
Government has been well advised to call 
together a conference, in which the 
Dominions, the Crown Colonies and India 
will be represented. Its programme has 
broadly 
speal:ing, it will have to survey the 
relative merits of wireless and cables as 
methods of imperial inter-communication 
and to decide the most appropriate form 
of official control. It will certainly be 
expected also to consider how best to 


secure to the public the cheapest and most: 


efficient trans-oceanic service, and to the 
industry full freedom to exploit the 
further inventions of a system that, 
despite its recent rapid progress, has by 
no means reached its final state. 

The problem covers a wide field. It 
appears to be little more than a 
coincidence that almost at the moment of 
meeting of the Inter-Imperial Conference 
an announcement should have been made 
that the industrial leaders of rival cable 
and wireless services are about to meet 
and study the possibility of ultimate co- 
operation. The inroads made upon cable 
companies’ profits by beam wireless have 
driven some of their <lirectors from a 
position of assumed indifference to new 
inventions, and there seems to be a 
definite prospect that the two services will 
become complementary to one another, and 
not merely competitive. rate-cutting 
rivalry might, up to a point, be advan- 
tageous to the public, but in the end an 
intelligent, equitable and progressive 
collaboration will probably serve its 
interests best.

That Egyptian cultivation is menaced with 
terrible destruction during the coming spring 
is the view of the Egyption Ministry of Agri- 
culture, based on reports of the discovery of 
a huge locust-breeding area far out in the 
western desert, near El Tefrawi, on the Egypt- 
Sudan border. The discovery of locust larvae 
was accidentally made by a desert surveyor 
whilst he was seeking water wells. 

It is believed that the larvae are the 
progeny of the swarms which entered. Upper 
Egypt from the Sudan about ten weeks ago, 
and after doing considerable damage dis- 
appeared on the south-easterly wind. 

The whole resources: of the Ministry of 
Agriculture are being mobilised to exterminate 
the insects hefore the beginning of the 
migrating period. In addition, a caravan, 
comprising a squadron. of desert-going motor 
cars, and many tons of locust poison are being 
sent ont. Two British airmen have -been 
despatched to the scene of operations, with 
orders to report on the possibility of utilising 
the Royal Air.

Within the church could be heard the 
voices of the villagers and their children 
at morning prayer.

In his sermon Mr. Cowley described how 
closely Mr. Hardy had been associated 
with Stinsford Church, and how it had a 
special place in the deep affection which 
he felt for his native county. He asked 
all villagers to attend to-morrow’s Burial 
Service, and appealed to farmers and land- 
owners to permit their employés to attend. 
Mr. Cowley’ also said that he had asked 
Mrs. Hardy if she would like the Bishop 
of Salisbury to conduct the Service af 
Stinsford, but she replied that she knew 
her husband would have preferred a simple 
village burial by the Vicar. 

“T have been Vicar here for seventeen 
years,” Mr. Cowley said, “ and I would 
have been a very sad man if part of Mr. 
Hardy’s remains had not rested in the 
little churchyard where his wife, his 
father and mother, and his grand-parents 
all lie. The family connections with the 
parisly co back ov: a hundred years. Mr. 
Hardv. was a,.constant visitor to Stinsford 
Church. He came usually once a week to 
attend the Hardy graves with his own 
hands. He used to place on them flowers 
he himself had gathered—simple country 
flowers like buttercups, kingeups, cowslips 
and caisies.’’

DIFFERENCE IN OUTLOOK. 

As was to be expected, the exchange of 
views has but emphasised the difference of 
outlook between France and the United 
States on' the subject of security. M. 
Briand’s original proposal, which had the 
appearance of being quite spontaneous, con- 
formed fitly to the French tradition, in that 
it proposed a purely limited pact, no less 
local because an ocean separated the two 
contracting parties, and his hint that it could 
be extended to other Powers was clearly made 
on the supposition that the pact with* the 
United States must come first. The whole 
osition was profoundly altered when Mr. 

ellogg proposed that it should be world- 
wide. 

A pact outlawing war might be made with 
the United States alone, because the United 
States does not belong to the League of 
Nations, and can do likes, 
but the introduction a third, 
fourth or fifth party, all members 
of the League, and as such empowered 
to call on France for help in the event of 
attack by an agzressor, compelled France to 
promise no more than that she would refrain 
irom any war of aggression. 

Therefore, France has offered to signa pact 
immediately, provided the renunciation of war 
as an instrument of policy is limited to wars 
of aggression. As the United States cannot 
accept the limilation because it is left to the 
League, of which the United States is not a 
member, to decide when a war is igjgressive, 
it is evident that both sides will find it neces- 
sary to consult other countries before further 
progress can be made, and the countries in 
question have been put in possession of the 
facts. 

THE ROOT OF THE DIFFERENCE, 

A view frequently expressed here which 
seems to go to the root oi the difference is 
thfat M. Briand and Mr. Kellogg are really 
talking about two entirely difierent things 
which are mutually exclusive. Outlawry“ of 
war, it 1s argued, is really a form of disarma- 
ment, since a State must be considered to be 
disarmed if it contracts not to use its arma- 
ments, while the French case, tenaciously 
defended hitherto at all conferences on arbi- 
tration, is that security must precede disarma- 
ment, and that there can be no limitation of 
armaments that not. compensated for by 
adequate guarantees for security, It 
pointed out that this does not preclude the 
obligation to disarm, but only to render it a 
practical proposition. 
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The French proposal to limit the. pact to} 


the renunciation of wars of aggression has 
been criticised on the ground that the phrase 
is impossible of definition. 
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Captain Edward Page Gaston, an 
of Scottish descent, living in London, 
that the auld haunted kirk at Alloway, Ayr- 
shire, the scerie of Robert Burns’s poem.

“Being of Scottish ancestry and an ad- 
mirer of the plonghman poet, I have visited 
the Ayr district repeatedly during the last 
twenty-five years,” he said to a Press Asso 
ciation representative “Some time ago I 
was astonished at observing the neglected 
state of the ancient church, which, by re- 
cent Parhamentary Act affecting old burying 
rrounds, has been taken from the Burns 
Trust, which had capably looked after it for 
many years. Its control was consequently 
transferred to the local parish council. 

““ As little was being done towards keeping 
it in repair, a small portion of the 17th 
century. structure was in danger of collapse 
at the time of my visit, and some loose stones 
were almost falling from the walls. Repairs 
depended upon casual contributions, and in 
these I was privileged to share to prevent 
some further damage which was imminent. — 

““The proposal which I. accordingly, 
ventured to lay before. the King was that 
the Church structure should he officially 
scheduled es an ancient monument. and 
hence be protected permanently bv the 
State. A-prompt response was received from 
Buckingham Palace, and by the command of 
the King my letter was transmitted to His 
Majesty's Office of ‘Works. After their re- 
ferring the matter officially to Scotland, the 
happy outcome. indicated, has been 
achieved, and hence another of Britain’s 
priceless literary mementoes has been better 
preserved for. posterity.’’ 

Captain Gaston suggested that the Church 
might be restored. If such action were taken 
it would probably need to be done by 
private means, however, as the Office of 
Works has no at its disposal from 
which expenditures can be incurred on the 
preservation of the Alloway Kirk. The 
celebration of the poets birthday on 
January 25 makes the proposal a timely one. 
Fully 1,000,000 sightseers now visit Alloway 
annually. On tae average 79,000 persons have 
paid admission to the Burns’ monument there 
in one year,. while other thousands make the 
free visit to What -the poet described 
““ Alloways’ Auld Haunted Kirk, where 
‘* During 
the 140 years or so since the Burns’ vogue 
began,’ said Captain Gaston, “TI estimate 
that there must have been an aggregate of 
fifteen million visitors to the place.’’

INOUEST TO BE HELD 
FOLLOWING RUMOURS. 


A stir has been caused in the Forest of 
Dean district by unexpected developments 
follewing the death of Mr. Harry Pace (56), 
of Fetterhill, near Coleford. His death, on 
January 10, was regarded as due to natural 
causes, but, following rumours, the police 
became active, and an inquest will probably 
be held. It is understood that a post-mortem 
examination already has been held. 

Mr. Pace was a married man living with 
his wife and five children in a lonely cottage 
lying in a dingle between the railway line 
and the highway at Fetterhill. Until a few 
months ago he seldora suffered a day’s iil- 
health. His chief hobby was the care of his 
sheep, of which he had 100 grazing on the 
forest. He was a prominent ‘‘ Com- 
moner.” and was a member of the Forest of 
Dean Commoners’ Association, which claims 
the right for the commoners to graze their 
sheep on open forest land. 

Last July he was suddenly seized with an 

attack which took awav the use of his legs 
and arms, and was thought to be acute 
paralysis. Subsequently he was removed to 
Gloucester Royal Infirmary, where it 
eventually discovered that his condition was 
due to arsenical vois This was thonaht 
to have been brought about by “ sheep dip,”’ 
which the deceaced man would be expected to 
use in the care of his sheep at certain periods 
of the vear. From this attack, however, he 
was makine a good recovery, and recently 
had been able to walk for a short distance. 
t is understood that it was his improved 
health and then the sudden attacks of acute 
and sickness which preceded his death 
aroused suspicions.
